3* InasBoch as Bruno liXJllS was the eon of the epeeker of the 
Latrian PerlieBent« Paul KALBIBS a rery esteeaed and honored Latrlan« 
not only In hit ovn country but in Burope ae a whole^ It nay be reaeoa* 
ably aeeuned that hie father's popularity vae the main reaeon behind 
Bruno JCALBXl'e election to the Lattiaa PsTllanent as a senator. Hov- 
erer. it was no doubt hie nother'ei Berta KALBIBS, influence ae a asa- 
ber of the eztreae lefWing of the Social Beaooratio Party in Latria 
upon her eon, Bruno KALBIBS, which oaueed him ae well to beoone euoh a 
radieal eoolaXlet that the Latrian people took It for granted that both 
he and hie nether were, if not out and out CoinnuBieti, at loaet eynps^ 
t^eore and fellow trarelore. the anlMeity of the Latrian peoid.e toward 
Bruno KALIXIS end his aother Borta is orldenoed by the faet that in the 
1930 's a parody on^pnlnr song was quit# the rage which ridioulod as 
well as aooueed the aforenentloned two indiriduale of Oooaanlet eynpathy 
and oonnootlon.

and denonetratione omied a red flag. Purthemore, the nany pr 00 lias* 
tlone, repgrlnte of epeeehee and other propoganda material, the author of 
iriiieh wae KALBIBS and/or eons of hie henohnon, w^I^stsd about town 
(q;ulto orortly) by Bonbers of the SSS.

9* Xren though EALnss olains that his role of Political Gomissar 
of the Latrian Amy was accepted by him as a possible neans of aiding the 
Latrian people especially since he had been requested to do this by Gen- 
eral BALODIS, and ersn though he olains that his position as Political 
Commissar was only of a six weeks duration, such olains appear contrary 
to fact* The Latrian Amy under Sorist do^nation existed for a period 
of three nonths during which tine EALIXBB was Political Gonaissar* Sub-

10* KALHIBS whereabouts during the Oeraan ooeupation of LatTla 
(1941 to 19^) oaxiaot be eetabliehed with aoouraej* HoweTor, upon eesea** 
tion of hostilities he began to rise in Sweden as a Tery Influential sooial 
demoorat and a Latrlan sho was en^ged in assisting his fellow^oountrynen

In pert that is explained b/ the faot that the Swedish gorernment is do»- 
iaated b/ the Sooial Dsmoorats; some Latrians are certain that lAUin 
derires his power from Oonmnnist intereste* (H) The latter belief it sub*
